A Real Glass Menagerie

Nestled in a former mill in a city whose history 
includes a noble past of glassmaking resides the New 
Bedford Museum of Glass (NBMOG) at 61 Wamsutta 
Street. If you haven't visited this sparkling gem of a 
museum, you might want to do so very soon as the 
museum is relocating to the Wamsutta Club on County 
Street, up the hill one might say, from its current location. 
Plan your trip within the next two weeks, or, wait until 
June when its cases will be aglow at the new digs. 

In the meantime, you might want to familiarize 
yourself with glass as art versus its utilitarian aspects. 
Simply put, glass as a substance is amazing and when 
crafted into shapes such as animals will capture one's 
imagination in unexpected ways. 

That was the case when NBMOG Executive 
Director Kirk Nelson gave a presentation at the Marion 
Council on Aging on January 28. Hosted by the Friends 
of the Marion Council on Aging, Nelson's lecture gave a 
group of more than 60 attendees an opportunity to learn a 
bit about the art of glassmaking and its local history. 

Nelson said that the owners of the Sandwich 
Glass Company located just over the canal in Sandwich 
were great craftsmen, but truly horrendous business 
people. With whaling well on its way out as a good 
investment strategy, business leaders were looking for 
other industries for revenue generation. That was how 
the Sandwich Glass Company came to be located in New 
Bedford and quickly renamed the Mount Washington 
Glass Company. 

As the story goes, a group of businessmen 
purchased the Sandwich operation, a group who already 
owned a glassmaking factory in South Boston named 
Mount Washington Glass Company, a tongue in cheek 
nod to the region's highest hill. Thus, in the mid-1800s, 
glassmaking came to New Bedford and flourished. This 
company would in 1957 become the Pairpoint Company. 

"It was a very high-end production," Nelson said, 
"... employing as many as 1,200." 

We can surmise that the end of the glassmaking 
industry in New Bedford went the way of the whale, but

Groundhog Day and a Snowy Owl

The annual observance of Groundhog Day 
has deep agricultural roots going back to 1887 when 
Pennsylvania Dutch Germanic farmers gathered 
to celebrate what had been an old-world religious 
observance called Candlemas. Candlemas was celebrated 
by lighting candles as a seasonal recognition of the 
celestial station of midwinter. 

The badger was the original animal conjured up 
as the animated soothsayer of forecasting weather. If he 
saw his shadow, it was an omen of a long winter, although 
this interpretation has frequently been questioned as the 
other way around. 

On this side of the pond, the groundhog filled 
the part of the nearest indigenous species to the badger. 
And at this time of year, it similarly was aroused out of 
hibernation by a biological alarm clock to refresh itself 
and look around. Most of the year it was a spirit of light 
and shadow in a subterranean bedchamber. This is 
usually a two-entrance burrow, with one just a ground- 
level peephole for observation position without coming 
outside. It is usually dug into a hedgerow with a wide 
view of lush farm pastures and green meadows. 

A dairy farm is an ideal habitat for a groundhog 
like the one near to my home on Sconticut Neck in 
Fairhaven. I have often seen them out and about early 
in the morning or late in the day. They frequently pause 
from feeding to stand up and look around as a familiar 
sentinel for approaching danger and between feedings. 
They look like a sentinel and a familiar landmark of a 
bucolic countryside. 

However, the peace and tranquility here was about to

change two weeks before Thanksgiving with the early 
seasonal arrival of a snowy owl. 

This unscheduled appearance was not climate- 
driven, but caused by an artic shortage of the snowy 
owl's staple diet, the lemming. Farmland somehow has a 
similar appearance to their native tundra with barnyard 
scattered grain attracting lemming-looking rodents of 
mice and rats. As one of the two largest owls, they will 
take squirrels, rabbits, ducks, and geese - or even a 
groundhog. This timing of the snowy owl's appearance 
changes the playing field for our friend the groundhog.

local family." 

During a phone interview on January 28, 
Lacourse elaborated on what that "community of 
kindness" is comprised of for a project such as this. 

"Without the community we would not be 
able to build the homes for local families in the area," 
said Lacourse. "It takes the volunteers - the builders, 
subcontractors, people willing to donate materials - to 
come together. Whether they donate time, money, or 
materials, this is makes the home affordable to a family." 


Lacourse said 
oftentimes 
church groups 
will devote 
some resources 
and efforts, 
while those 
who cannot 
physically 
contribute 
sometimes 
pitch in by 

providing volunteers at the construction site with coffee 
breaks or lunch. 

"It takes the entire community to come together 
to create a new home for a local family in need, and that's 
why we say it's a community of kindness," said Lacourse. 

Slated for the land is an Energy Star rated three to 
four bedroom, cottage-style house designed in the spirit 
of the town's quaint character. 

The project is in the planning phase, but Lacourse 
said the non-profit hopes to break ground this spring once 
permits are acquired and volunteers secured. Students at 
Old Colony are contributing by helping with the contract 
drawings, Lacourse said, and, depending on the weather, 
the project hopefully will be completed in six months. 

"The length of time depends on who steps up for 
helping, as well," said Lacourse. 

Lacourse said the BBAHFH is looking for 
professional, skilled builders to donate their time and 
expertise to the build, and possibly act as a guide for any

"handyman willing to learn" volunteer without a whole 
lot of experience, who are also sought after. The project 
also needs experienced site leaders to focus on particular 
aspects of construction who are willing to work with a 
group of volunteers for one or more days. Subcontractors 
and materials are also needed for site clearing, excavation, 
foundation work, insulation, gutters, roofing, windows, 
siding, plumbing/heating/ gas, electrical, dry wall, 
painting, flooring, cabinetry/countertops, and more. 

Lacourse said the group still needs volunteers 
during the planning process, volunteers to help with the 
acquisition of materials, and members are needed for the 
Build Committee. 

"Everyone can help," Lacourse emphasized.

"Some first-time volunteers feel nervous ... but 
there is always a great group of people on site and it's 
very welcoming," Lacourse said. "Most times they want 
to come back and volunteer again, of course although 
there's no obligation to, they usually do so."

The Buzzards Bay Area Habitat for Humanity 
(BBAHFH) affiliate of Habitat for Humanity International 
was formed in December 1996, encompassing the towns 
of Acushnet, Fairhaven, Marion, Mattapoisett, Rochester, 
Wareham, New Bedford, Dartmouth, and Westport. These 
projects rely on donations of money, materials, and land, 
as well as volunteer labor. 

BBAHFH, a not-for-profit organization, builds 
homes for local families in need and sold to qualified 
families at an affordable price under a no-profit, low- 
interest loan. Those loan payments are reinvested into the 
affiliate which enables the building of additional Habitat 
homes and "Brush with Kindness projects," which are 
smaller-scale projects such as exterior painting, access 
ramps, and other structural work for families fallen on 
hard times who cannot afford essential repairs to the 
homes they own.

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Shellfish Habitat Requirement Creates 
Confusion 

Marion Conservation Commission 

By Sarah French Storer 

Two continued public hearings before the Marion 
Conservation Commission on January 23 hinged on the 
vexing question of the distance the Department of Marine 
Fisheries recommended between the bottom of a float 
structure and the substrate of Wings Cove. 

David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates presented the two similar Notices of Intent, 
located at 51 and 95 Holly Road, and the respective 
discussions centered on the question of the location of the 
float stops on proposed piles. 

At the previous hearing, Davignon laid out the 
proposals in detail, but continued the hearings with 
the hope that there would be further response from 
the department or the Army Corps of Engineers on his 
comments regarding the float stops. Those hopes were 
dashed when Davignon received no response in the last 
two weeks. 

The first application, 95 Holly Road owned by 
E. Byron Hensley, is a proposal to build a residential pier 
facility in Wings Cove consisting of a 4' wide by 265' long 
elevated boardwalk, a 4-foot by 101-foot long pier with a 
3' by 20' gangway, and 10' by 20' float. 

Vice Chairman Shaun Walsh said he had looked 


Protection's Guide to Small Docks and Piers, seeking 
clarification and justification for the recommendation 
by the Department of Marine Fisheries for a 30-inch 
separation between the bottom of the float and the 
substrate of the cove. He noted that the recommendation 
was for locations within significant shellfish habitat and 
suggested it may have to do with shading impacts that 
may change the temperature of the water. 

Davignon expressed frustration, saying in his 
experience the DEP submits the same comment regardless 
of the project's location. The low tide in the proposed 
location is 24 inches, leaving the float suspended 6 inches 
in the air, which Davignon noted would make it difficult 
to embark and disembark from small boats and kayaks. 

The commission pushed back on the 
inconvenience with Walsh asking what percentage of the 
time the owner would actually be performing that task at 
low tide. Davignon also supported his argument that the 
requirement was arbitrary by noting that the Waterways 
licensing division recommends a 24-inch separation, but 
Walsh suggested this requirement had more to do with 
navigation. 

"From where I sit... I'm personally inclined 
to write a condition on what we have been asked to 
recommend," Walsh said. "Absent a more compelling 
[argument]. I'd be inclined to maintain the 30-inch 
separation."

Davignon reported that the applicant intends 
to move the shellfish from the location of the float, and 
despite inquiries from the commission about reducing 
the size of the float, the Hensley Order of Conditions was 
issued for the float as proposed with a 30-inch separation 
from the bottom of the float and the substrate, and 3 4-inch 
spacing between decking boards. 

The additional condition on 95 Holly Road dealt 
with the unpermitted cutting of the vegetation in the 
marsh, and specifically put the applicant on notice that 
the commission will be inspecting the site in the spring to 
determine that all cutting had been discontinued. 

As for the proposal at 51 Holly Road owned by 
Paul and Christine Driscoll, which describes a pier facility 
consisting of a 3' wide by 145' long elevated boardwalk.

a 1 O' by 20' float, Davignon outlined a similar scenario. 

He agreed readily to the 30-inch separation between the 
float and the substrate already established by the previous 
discussion. In addition, Driscoll, who had also done 
some cutting in the marsh but halted when he apparently 
learned it was illegal, received permission in the Order 
of Conditions to hire a professional licensed herbicide 
contractor to eradicate phragmites at the site. 

Also during the meeting, Davignon represented 
the Michael R. Deland Realty Trust of 1978 on the Notice 
of Intent application located at 498c Point Road to 
upgrade a bottom chain anchoring system to float piles. 
Davignon described this as a simple project, an idea with 
which the Army Corps of Engineers apparently agreed, 
determining that it would rely on self-verification by 
the engineer. The pier was built prior to 1900 and has 
been maintained since then. Due to the pier's age, the 
Army Corps considers the proposal a minor project 
modification, and the piles to be preferable to the bottom 
anchors. The separation of the float from the substrate will 
be 30 inches landward and 44 inches seaward. The Order 
of Conditions was issued without any special conditions. 

A continued public hearing regarding the Notice 
of Intent application of Carol and Stephen Milligan, also 
represented by Davignon, proposes to repair and improve 
an existing pier at 312 Delano Road. The pier is supported 
with large boulders and deteriorating steel piles. The steel 
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will be replaced with four wooden piles and the decking 
of the pier will also be replaced. 

Commission member Kristen Saint Don- 
Campbell inquired about the provision for public access. 
Walsh pointed out that there was nothing on the plan 
showing accommodation for the public to laterally access 
the intertidal zone, and as Davignon explained, since the 
pier is already licensed and the state considers it a minor 
project modification, there is no concern about public 
access. Davignon went on to say the pier was built in 1972 
and was licensed in 1997, which Walsh surmised might be 
considered an "amnesty license". The Order of Conditions 
was issued with the condition that deck boards are spaced 
3 A inch apart.

In other business, the commission issued a 
Negative determination on the Request for Determination 
of Applicability for Kitty Degroot to perform tree 
trimming and removal at 8 Aucoot Ave. 

The commission continued a hearing for the 
Notice of Intent application of Joseph and Caroline 
Sheehan for the installation of a 12' by 32' in ground pool 
with a 4' patio on three sides, and a 12' by 12' patio on the 
northerly side, located at 17 Nokomis Road. Davignon, 
representing the applicants, noted that there is a concrete 
retaining wall three feet tall running north to south 
along the bordering vegetated wetlands. The pool will 
be located in a relatively flat area, meets all the setbacks, 
and will have an automatic cover so will not require a 
fence. Walsh questioned that assertion, suggesting that 
the Board of Health requires a fence around pools. While 
Davignon agreed that technically there is a requirement 
for a 6' high fence, he stated that other pools have recently 
been permitted with lower or no fence. Walsh suggested 
that, while the question was not in the purview of the 
commission, it would impact the plan they reviewed. The 
hearing was continued so further clarification could be 
ascertained from the Board of Health. 

The commission finalized letters to the owners 
of 4 and 8 Island Court, Donald Lipsitt and Cyrus 
Lipsitt respectively, in response to a resident question 
with respect to construction of an unpermitted wooden 
walkway and mowing in the saltmarsh adjacent to the 
properties. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for February 13 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House. 

FinCom Wants Revival of Personnel 
Committee 

Marion Finance Committee

The Marion Finance Committee made a few 
tweaks to a letter addressed to the Board of Selectmen 
on January 29 and is preparing it to inform the selectmen 
that the committee is interested in reconstituting a Town 
personnel committee. 
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"There are some personnel decisions we should 
be involved in," said Finance Committee Chairman Peter 
Winters. 

A more formal Personnel Board supported 
with bylaws was dissolved back in 2000, according to 
Selectman John Waterman, and replaced by a more 
informal personnel committee composed of the selectmen 
and the Finance Committee members, which has been 
inactive for some time now. 

Adding to the conversation. Finance Committee 
member Alan Minard had hoped to be chosen as 
a member of the committee to select a new town 
administrator but was not appointed. 

The Finance Committee members discussed its 
availability to attend the next Board of Selectmen meeting 
on February 5 to talk about their personnel board idea, as 
well as the Reserve Fund transfer request to fund Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson's 5.4 percent pay raise that 
the Finance Committee declined to approve during its last 
meeting. 

Committee members on January 15 approved 
a Reserve Fund transfer request to fund the fire chief's 
8.8 percent pay raise, but declined to approve Dawson's 
because, as Minard put it, "It ties the money up. ... It's not 
going to be necessary." 

The selectmen had asked Winters to attend its 
last meeting on January 22, but Winters was not able to 
attend, and neither was Minard in Winter's place. 



In other matters, the board discussed budget 
updates, specifically those of the Department of Public 
Works and a capital list of significant length. Trash is an 
issue with a fate that is still undecided as the town's trash 
district approaches the end of its solid waste disposal 
contract with SEMASS and Marion's trash collector trucks 
often breaking down. 

"I think you're going to see a lot of capital," said 
Finance Director Judy Mooney. "It's a big capital list." 

The Marion School District draft budget appears 
to be up only around 1.7 percent at this time, but the 
FinCom expects the Planning Board budget to be of some 
concern with its request to hire temporary part-time 
Town Planner Gil Hilario as a permanent full-time town 
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planner. 

The next regular meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee is scheduled for February 6 at 6:00 pm at the 
Atlantis Drive facility, followed by another meeting on 
February 12 at 6:00 pm at the same venue.

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On January 28, as three members of the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission prepared to hear 
two cases, it was clear from the agenda that it could have 
been a long meeting. But with eight cases on the agenda 
being continued until February 11, those two remaining 
cases were quickly dispatched. 

The two cases in question had already been before 
the commission during the previous meeting. However, 
because the engineering office handling those two cases 
advised their clients and abutters that the meeting began 
at 7:30 pm versus 6:30 pm, it was incumbent upon the 
commission to hear those cases again. 

First up was a Notice of Intent application filed 
by Michael Smith for property located at 6 Whaler's 
Way. Smith, represented again by Robert Field of Field 
Engineering, proposes the construction of a building 
addition to renovate an existing porch and deck. Field 
said that the property was located in a flood plain subject 
to stormwater flow and therefore the construction would 
consist of breakaway siding to allow such flow to pass 
under the structure. 

There was some question of whether or not tree 
trimming and clearing along a property line fell under 
the jurisdiction of the Conservation Commission when an 
abutter presented a concern. But commission Chairman 
Michael King said that since the trees were not part 
of a wetland system, the commission would not have 
jurisdiction. He suggested that consultation with the tree 
warden and developing a line of communication between 
the neighbors could resolve those questions. 

Field said the project would not increase the size 
of the residential footprint when asked if the addition 
would increase the home's size.

High School Sports Update

Not too many current and former high school 
basketball players can say they scored 1,000 points over 
the course of their career. Whether it's playing for a 
program riddled with talent or struggling to score early 
as a freshman or sophomore because of the difference in 
physical maturity, reaching the 1,000-point mark is no 
small feat at the high school level. 

Jake Jason passed that mark as a sophomore at

Roma. Starring Yalitza Aparicio and Marina de 
Tavira. Directed by Alfonso Cuaron. Running time: 
135 minutes. MPA A rating: R. Now streaming on 
Netflix and showing in select theaters. 

Alfonso Cuaron's Roma , considered the front¬ 
runner among the eight films nominated for a Best 
Picture Oscar, comes pre-packaged with all sorts of 
hype about how personal and autobiographical it is for 
Cuaron and how artfully it has been realized. Every 
frame of the film could be isolated and hung on a wall, 
and maybe that's what should be done with it. Roma is 
a beautiful boring movie. Cuaron's laborious technique 
gets between us and the emotions we're supposed to 
be drawing from the screen. What's sad is that, after 
the accolades and awards, a fair number of people 
who actually sit through the thing may feel they're the 
ones at fault, not refined enough to appreciate such a 
monumental work. To such viewers I can only say. It's 
not your fault. 

In outline it's a nostalgic sketch set in 1970, 
when Cuaron was eight or nine, based on his 
family's life in Colonia Roma, an upper-middle-class 
neighborhood of Mexico City. The movie is dedicated 
to the family's maid back then, named Cleo here and 
played (well and honestly) by novice actress Yalitza 
Aparicio. Cleo works for an educated, professional 
couple, whose relationship is on the rocks, and their 
four kids. She gets pregnant by a ne'er-do-well who, 
when she tells him the news, ditches her in a movie 
theater; the drama between them is upstaged by the 
film showing on the screen (La Grande Vadrouille, a 
French war comedy) — my attention kept wandering 
to it. At least the movie within the movie moves. 

Most of Roma is photographed (by Cuaron 
himself) in long shot, in lengthy takes. Some of the 
press has identified various aesthetic reasons for this, 
but it just keeps everything at a literal distance from 
us, and there's a practical reason for the glacial pace — 
Cuaron wants you to see Roma in massive 70mm, the 
film fetishist's preferred format (well, that or 16mm), 
and when you compose and edit for an image that 
large, the cuts can't come too fast and furious or the 


movie will make everyone throw up. Meanwhile, on 
the home screen, which is where most of us will see 
Roma , it just feels pompously, pointlessly long. "Why 
are we watching Cleo walking this whole damn way," 

I would gripe to myself, or "Oh goody, another slow 
pan across nothing much happening while yet another 
airplane passes meaningfully overhead." There's a 
scene where Cleo goes to find her slimy baby daddy at 
a martial-arts event, and I swear we have to sit through 
what feels like 45 minutes of a bunch of guys doing 
wrathful martial-arts poses before we get to the point 
of the scene, which is him saying he wants nothing 
to do with the baby The scene could've unfolded in a 
Burger King bathroom, but that wouldn't have been as 
visually, Oscar-baitingly impressive. 

I'm sorry; this all sounds harsh. Roma is, 
for me, a failure, but one on a higher level than a 
superhero movie or romcom that fails. It swings for the 
fences and whiffs, a big whistling whiff, but at least it 
swings. It's not a cowardly bunt, and the emotionally 
transparent Yalitza Aparicio sustains us through a lot 
of it, with Marina de Tavira picking up slack as the 
family's sad and angry mother. Roma has its too-facile 
plot points, like the revelation immediately preceding 
Cleo's water breaking, and the dramatic sequence 
following it is blunted by, once again, Cuaron being 
extremely artful and clever with the camera placement. 
The water breaking is part of the film's rampant 
water imagery, starting with the opening titles, with 
a window reflected off wet floor tiles — the movie is 
visually grandiloquent before it's two minutes old. 
Every director has a polished nostalgic turd like this in 
them, and Roma is Cuaron's. Now, perhaps, he can stop 
telling us what an artist he is and return to proving it.
